GA DOT Weekend Construction Schedule: Major Work Planned 

For Connector & At Two I-285 Northside Interchanges; Delays 

Likely 

 
ATLANTA – Motorists should avoid travel on The Downtown Connector if at all possible this weekend 

as major maintenance activities by the Georgia Department of Transportation may necessitate triple lane 

closures in each direction until early Monday morning.  Significant  

congestion and delays are likely.  Similarly, the Department is advising drivers that the Interstate 

Highway 75 southbound exit ramp to Interstate Highway 285 eastbound in Cobb County also will be 

closed Friday night through Sunday morning; the eastbound I-285 exit ramp(s) to Georgia State Route 

400, both northbound and southbound, will be closed throughout the weekend; and two I-285 northbound 

lanes on the west side, north of the Interstate Highway 20 Interchange, will be closed the entire weekend 

as well.  

 

“Having postponed much work for Father’s Day last weekend and with a reasonably favorable weather 

forecast for this weekend, it is important we begin to catch up,” Georgia DOT Metro Area Construction 

Engineer Shun Pringle observes.  “We realize this is a significant amount of work that has the potential to 

inconvenience drivers who aren’t prepared, so we strongly encourage the public to avoid these areas if 

possible and to consult Georgia 511 – either via the free phone call to 511 or at its website, 

www.511.ga.org, for real-time traffic updates and detour information.” 

 

On the Connector, Department contractors will be replacing overhead signs and median wall and also 

making repairs to bridge joints – both north and southbound – in the two-mile section between Fulton 

Street and Piedmont Avenue.  As many as three outside (right) lanes in both directions may be closed 

simultaneously from 9 p.m., Friday until 5 a.m., Monday. 

 

At the Kennedy Interchange in Cobb, crews will be making guardrail repairs on the I-75 southbound exit 

ramp to eastbound I-285.  The ramp will be closed from 9 p.m., Friday, until 5 a.m., Sunday.  Traffic will 

be detoured via Cumberland Boulevard. 

 

At the I-285/GA 400 interchange, the eastbound I-285 exit ramp, which splits to access GA 400 both 

north and southbound, will be closed from 9 p.m., Friday, until 5 a.m., Monday, so that crews can 

complete striping and concrete and guardrail work in connection with the Georgia DOT project to provide 

separate, dedicated exit ramps to GA 400 in each direction.  

 

Also, concrete repairs on I-285 northbound – between the I-20 interchange and Bolton Road in west 

Fulton County, will require the closing of two outside (right) lanes from 9 p.m., Friday, until 5 a.m., 

Monday.
